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SUBJECT: Update to the Federal Schedule of Remuneration for Use in Determining Benefit

Eligibility under the Unemployment Compensation for Ex-Servicemembers
(UCX) Program

Purpose. To provide states an updated Federal Schedule of Remuneration that reflects the
retroactive 2.6 percent pay rate increase for members of the uniform services authorized by
Executive Order 13866 on March 28, 2019.

Action Requested. State Administrators should provide the following instructions and the
attached revised schedule to appropriate staff upon receipt.

Summary and Background.

a. Summary - This guidance ensures that states are aware of the revised Schedule of
Remuneration used to determine UCX benefits.

b. Background — On March 28, 2019, the President signed Executive Order 13866,
stipulating the 2019 pay rates for members of the uniform services. The 2019 pay rates
are effective on the first day of the first applicable pay period beginning on or after
January 1, 2019. Only the pay rate for Officers in grades nine (0-9) and ten (O-10)
were impacted by this Executive Order. States must use the schedule to determine
Federal military wages for UCX “first claims” ONLY when the Federal Claims Control
Center (FCCC) responds to a request for information indicating that there is no Copy 5
of the Certificate of Release or Discharge from Active Duty (DD Form 214) for an
individual under the social security number provided. A response from the FCCC that
indicates “no DD214 on file” will prompt the state to start the affidavit process and use
the attached schedule to calculate the Federal military wages for an unemployment
insurance or UCX monetary determination.

Instructions. The attached schedule applies to UCX “first claims™ filed beginning with the
first day of the first week that begins on or after January 1, 2019, pursuant to the UCX
program regulations (see 20 CFR 614.12(c)). States must continue to use the existing
schedule for UCX “first claims” filed before the effective date of the attached revised
schedule. As provided by 20 CFR 614.12(d), the Employment and Training Administration
will publish the attached schedule as a notice in the Federal Register. This pay increase will
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not impact claims already filed for Officers with the grades O-9 or O-10 as their previous pay
rate would have already qualified them for the maximum benefit award (MBA) and the
maximum weekly benefit amount (MBA) in any state. States are NOT required to recalculate
claims already filed.
